OLONEL CHARLES S. ROLLER, the founder of the Augusta MilitaryAcademy, 

was born May 8, 1839. He attended the country schools which were then in the county 

and prepared for the University of Virginia at Mossy Creek Academy which was 

located at Mossy Creek, Virginia. This school was superintended by Major Jed 
Hotchkiss, who later became famous during the Civil War. Professor Roller, as he was 
more commonly known, entered the University of Virginia in September of 1858 and took 
the Arts degree. Due to the War his class was graduated a year early in 1861. Professor 
Roller enlisted at the outbreak of the War in Colonel Stuart’s Cavalry as a member of the 
Ist Virginia Regiment and he served in this organization until the last few months of the 
war when he was transferred to General Fitz-Hugh Lee’s staff as a courier. Upon the sur- 
render, there were a great many young men in the locality who, having fought in the War, 
had lost the opportunity to secure an education. Some of these men asked Professor Roller 
to found a day school in order that they might pursue their studies which had been dropped 
when the war broke out. Professor Roller associated himself with Professor Packer and in 
1865 founded what was known as the Augusta Academy. It was a small, brick building 
and was located in the old church grove. About 1876 the name was changed to the Augusta 
Male Academy and in 1878 a main building was erected on the spot which is now the site 
of Major W. S. Robinson’s home. In 1884 the name was changed again to the Augusta 
Military and Classical Academy and an “L” was added to the main structure. The year 
1887 saw another step in expansion as two wings were added and fifty-five boarders were 
enrolled, eighteen of whom were from Texas. It is interesting to note that the game of 
football was first played at Augusta in this same year. From the year 1865 to the year 1890 
the military feature was not considered important by the head of the school and therefore 
there was little time given to this. The only military formation was a short drill period in 
the afternoon and uniforms were not required to be worn except while on leave. In 1894 
a frame gymnasium was erected and basketball, indoor baseball and gymnastics were in- 
dulged in. At the time of the Spanish American War, owing to the poor health of Pro- 
fessor Roller, the management and control of the school was taken by his two sons, Captain 
C. S. Roller, Jr., and Thomas J. Roller. By the year 1905 the enrollment had grown to 
eighty-eight and now it was made compulsory to wear the uniform at all times. In 1909 
the present academic building was erected with the upper part of this building being used 
for a gymnasium for twenty years. On August 29, 1907, Professor Roller died. A memorial 
in his honor was dedicated in the presence of 300 alumni who gathered to pay last tribute 
to the founder of their alma mater. Gradually the enrollment increased and in 1915 ground 
for the new barracks was broken. Upon the outbreak of the World War a great many of 
the single faculty members were allowed to resign so that they might volunteer for duty 
overseas, As this left a shortage of instructors the graduating class took over the teaching 
of the junior departments, A, M, A. had over 500 alumni overseas and of these nine gave 
their lives for the cause. The R, O, T, C, department was inaugurated in 1918 with Lieut. 
George Lockhart as the head officer. Lieutenant Lockhart served in this capacity until 1922 
when he was succeeded by Licutenant John Sandlin who, in turn, was succeeded by Liecuten- 
ant M. S, Chester. In 1930 Lieutenant Thomas Brinkley was detailed from West Point as 
the P. M. S. and T., in which capacity he is now serving. In 1919 the C. W. system, by 
which a boy may work his way through school, was brought into operation with Robert 
Heaston, a veteran of the World War, with the Marines, as the first commanding officer of 
the C. W. Company.

Again our knowledge of tactical problems proved 
priceless and we did more than our share in capturing the highest military rating 
for Augusta. June came along just in time to give us a much needed rest before 
we had to put our shoulders to the wheel for the final grind. 

First Classmen at last! After four long years, our ambition was realized. 
The peak of our prep school career had been reached and now it remained to us 
to make our last year the most precious and valuable of the four. Finally the 
time had come when it was our turn to furnish the battalion with the highest 
cadet officers. Our days were filled with work and activities, our study periods 
were spent in real honest-to-goodness study (maybe) and for the first time we 
enjoyed the satisfaction of seeing good grades on our report cards go home (also 
maybe), No sooner had we really gotten under way than “finals” came to end 
our days at Augusta. Four long years—but when we look back on them they 
were undoubtedly the shortest of our lives. May the classes wha follow us, love 
and respect their Alma Mater as we do, so that, therefore, the school’s aim 
may be always to excel.

Rat History

discovered that all was not as they had pictured and they found that there were certain 
things for a new cadet to do and a great many more things for him not to do. They learn- 
ed to walk in the prescribed fashion along the outside of the stoop and to heed to the call 
of “Mistoh!” Most of them took their “sheenies” and found that life was easier if one 
smiled at the hardships. Then came the athletic seasons and the majority of the rats 
turned out for the yarious teams. On the varsity football squad the rats were well repre- 
sented. There were many rats on the second teams also and they deserve praise too for 
they worked hard to make their positions, It seemed that the much looked forward to 
Christmas Holidays would never arrive. However, the days went by slowly and then, be- 
fore we realized it, we were in the joyous Holiday activities. But like all vacations it passed 
all to quickly and we were soon back to the old military routine. The excitement of the 
mid-winter sports made the days pass swifter for us and again the new cadets came into 
the limelight in boxing, wrestling, basketball and swimming. The time fairly flew through 
the mid term and after the March examinations were a thing of the past we were on the 
last lap. After a much appreciated holiday on Good Friday we started drilling in earnest 
for the goming Government Inspection. The monotony of routine was again lessened hy 
haschall and track and oh heth teams there were @ goodly number of new cadets. 

Now, at Finals, as we look back on thoxe months which scemed fo pass so slowly it 
scarcely sccms any time since we entered the life of insubordination and insignificance. Now 
we realize what it is that makes the old men return cach yeat and we haye the same feeling 
that we are botiid to the school with ties that are strong yet become vague when we alicmpl 
to degeribe them. 
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Under the terms of the National Defence Act of 1920, the Army of the United States 
consists of the Regular Army, the National Guard, and the Organized Reserves. The 
Reserve Officers Training Corps is an integral part of the Organized Reserve, and is the 
main source of supply for Officers commissioned in this important branch of our national 
defence. 

Augusta has always been a Military Academy, and _ its graduates have distinguished 
themselves in the military service of the United States since the foundation of the school. 
Regular Army Officers and Non-Commissioned Officers have been on duty at Augusta 
Military Academy since 1919. Under the supervision of the Regular Army instructors, the 
R, O, T. C. course, as prescribed by the War Department, is carried out. 

The R. O. T. C. course consists of four years of academic and practical work at the 
Academy. In addition the student is required to attend cne summer training camp of six 
weeks duration. Students are eligible to attend camp after they have successfully com- 
pleted three years of the R. O. T. C. course. Camp attendance for junior units is volun- 
tary, but a student must complete one camp before he is eligible to receive a commission as 
a Reserve Officer. 

Junior R. O. T. C. Units are rated each year by the War Department. To receive the 
rating of “Honor School” is the ambition of every school, and is the highest rating that 
can be attained. Augusta is proud of the fact that it is an “Honor School,” and the desire 
of the corps is to always keep this rating. 

Major T. M. Brinkley came to Augusta Military Academy as P. M. S. and T., in the 
fall of 1929. Since that time he has taken a great interest in the athletic and social activities 
of the school as well as the military. 

Augusta enters the military work with the same spirit of loyalty and co-operation that 
characterizes all activities of the Academy. With such spirit as now exists in the Corps 
our R. O. T. C. unit will always be outstanding and our graduates will continue to dis- 


tinguish themselves in the Military Service of our Nation, as well as in other branches of 
life.

The Clay Bowl ran true to it’s name on November 15th. The hundred and 
twenty yards of playing field was a sea of mud, with Massanutten lost and wan- 
dering on its great expanse.

Thomas scored on a short pass over center in the first minutes of the third quar- 
ter, while Jones, D. L., scampered twenty yards for the final score. The team 
seemed to have found itself.

Fishburne scored 
again in the fourth quarter a few minutes before that last whistle which ended 
the season for the fightingest team that A. M. A. has ever been privileged to call 
its own. The team, although it cannot be compared with last year’s world-beaters, 
showed great promise for a fine season next year. We feel sure that Capt. Deane 
will be able to build an unbeatable team the present squad. Thomas, W., Jones, 
D., Cover, Westcoat, Preston, McClung, and Harshberger, as well as many lesser 
lights, will be back for the coming season. The schedule is a difficult one, includ- 
ing a trip to New York to play Manlius School. Manlius usually has the pick of 
the northern prep school teams. Their records prove them worthy opponents. 
They will be a hard nut to crack, but we have full confidence on the big team. 
With Manlius in the dust, they will have a good claim to the title of the Atlantic 
champions. So here’s to them! May they have every success, and add fresh glory 
to the name of Augusta.

Boxing 


ORE interest was taken in boxing this year than ever before. Perhaps 

M because the squad had such a successful season. Augusta won four out 

of the five meets fought and gained six points in the South Atlantic Meet. 

Losing the only dual meet to the United States Military Academy Plebes, 

the team won from Fishburne, Breenbrier, V. M. I. “rats,” and Blackstone. A. 

M. A. had the honor of entertaining the first South Atlantic Prep School Meet 

held at any Prep School. Although the Blue and White did not emerge victor- 

ious they should be congratulated on the six points gained with competition as 

strong as it was. Coach Rogers and Captain Powell deserve all praise for piloting 
the team through a season so triumphant as the past. 

On January the twenty-fourth, nineteen hundred and thirty-one, Augusta 
opened the season by defeating Fishburne 4-2 in the new gymnasium. The hosts 
plainly showed superior boxing skill in every bout. Davilla, our seldom defeated 
115 pound fighter, started the season off on the right foot, by technically knocking 
out his opponent in the second round. Looken kept the meet going the same direc- 
tion and won from Hughes by a Judge’s decision. Bougeois and McClung, both 
put up nice exhibitions and also won by decisions. Captain Powell and Brum- 
baugh encountered unusual opposition and lost by decisions, but each bout went 
four rounds, and then then the decisions were very close. Davilla’s fight was the 
highlight of the meet. 

Traveling to Greenbrier on the following Saturday, the team battled their 
way through seven hard fought bouts and won four of them. Davilla came 
through in his usual fine style to once more lay his man face down on the rosin. 


Locken accounted for another of the wins by winning from Essex in a four 
round decision. The mountaineers took the next three bouts by decisions. Cap- 
tain Powell evened up the count with a T. K. O. over his 165 pound opponent. 
The final bout featured Brumbaugh. The judges called for an extra round but 
Greenbrier was found wanting after the third round and so the fight was for- 
feited to Augusta. Though three fights were lost, never has an A. M. A. boxing 
team shown up any better than on that evening. 

On February the seventh the team entertained Blackstone Military Academy 
at Fort Defiance and A. M. A. proved to be very ungenerous hosts as they carried 
the meet to the tune of 5% to 1%. All of the fights were exceptionally good, 
two of them going four rounds. Davilla won by a T. K. O., his third for the 
year. Locken gained one more point for the home team with the decision falling 
in his favor. Bougeois stepped to the front in superb style by taking a decision. 
The thrill of the evening, however, was in order when “Keno” Harshbarger threw 
his 155 pounds behind a haymaker from the floor and completely K. O.’d his 
opponent in the first round. It took Brumbauh four rounds but the bout was 
his. “Stag” did his best but he could do no more than gain a draw in four rounds, 
and A. M. A. lost the last fight. Just one more feather in the Blue and White hat. 

The V. M. I. Freshmen were defeated at Augusta the next Saturday. Four 
T. K. O.’s featured the evening as A. M. A. won five bouts and lost only one. 
Davilla’s fight was the feature bout. The little 115 pounder fought one of his 
best fights winning a technical knockout over Rogers of V. M. I., in the second 
round and Locken helped to keep up the good work by winning a decision. Quis- 
enberry, W., fighting for Augusta for the first time this season, was the victim of 
a storm of blows and lost. McClung, Brumbaugh, Powell, and Harshbarger all 
won in the heavier weights. The papers described the bouts of Powell and Harsh- 
barger as amusing. Each had opponents who towered above them in height and 
were larger in every respect. However, both won and that is all that mattered. 

On February the twenty-eighth, the much looked-forwarded-to trip to the 
United States Military Academy arrived. The difference between the Northern 
and Southern intercollegiate boxing rules proved to be an obstacle too great for 
the Virginians to overcome because the Plebes triumphanted 5 to 2. However, 
the team had done its best so the stain on an otherwise clear season was not so 
black. Davilla once more won by a T. K. O. in the second round. Brumbaugh 
was the only other Augusta man who was not defeated, winning a three round 
decision. Although the other weights were lost to the Plebes, all of the bouts 
were well worth the price of admission. 

The South Atlantic Tournament, held on March the sixth and seventh, was 
heartbreaking to all who expected A. M. A. to win. The team seemed to lose all 
of their stamina after the quarter finals. Aside from the fact that Augusta lost, 
the tournament was a well managed, successful affair. Davilla, Locken, Mc- 
Clung, Brumbaugh, and Powell went to the semi-finals and Davilla and Brum- 


baugh accounted for the six points in the finals. Next year we hope that A. M. A. 
may once more hold the tournament and from it gain the championship. 


Next year’s season will be even more successful than the past one. The 
boxing spirit that you of Augusta, team of nineteen hundred and thirty-one have 
given the corps will long remain and each succeeding year will produce a won- 
derful team. 

“To the victors belong the spoils.” So, to Captain Rogers is accorded the 
unstinted praise, the immeasurable gratitude of the school as the whole and the 
team in particular, for their tireless, unselfish efforts and brilliant results obtained 
in this boxing season. 
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Wrestling 


INCE wrestling received a permanent place in school athletics, A. M. A. has 
S had some good seasons, but of them all, the 1931 season was the best. With 

three men from last year’s squad and, of them a letter man, Coach Denton 
produced a team that won the State Prep School Championship of North Carolina, 
Virginia, and West Virginia. Fortunately, no serious injuries hindered the team’s 
progress. The only match that was lost was to the V. M. I. Freshmen and that 
by the close score of 16-11. Such a season and such a team deserves all the 
credit that can be given it. 

The Blue team’s first was Charleston (W. Va.) High School who carried 
back to the mountains a 25-13 defeat. A. M. A. took five out of eight bouts by 
“falls,” losing only three, one, by a time advantage. Preston put the shoulders 
of his opponent on the mat in the short time of two minutes and forty seconds, 
while Captain Eanes downed his man by a pretty exhibition of wrestling, in 
three minutes and fifty-eight and one-half seconds. Charleston had won from 
all the good teams in its own state and had started an invasion of Virginia but 
A. M. A. nipped its highest hopes in the bud. 

Augusta traveled to Lexington to wrestle the V. M. I. Freshmen for the 
second meet of the year. The “studs” from the Institute proved to be the stronger 
in several weights and the visitors lost. “Dee” Nuckols, wrestling under the Blue 


and White for the first time, won his bout in the unlimited class by a fall, the 
only fall A. M. A. gained. Miles and Preston, wrestling in the 125 and 155 
pound classes respectively, won their bouts by time advantages while Captain 
Eanes was held to a draw by his 145 pound opponent. Realizing that V. M. I. 
was the stronger and more experienced team and that it represented a college, 
this one defeat was not so heart-breaking. 

Losing to V. M. I. acted as an impetus to the wrestling team. It did its work 
so well that when A. M. A. met Blackstone M. A., soon after, the latter was 
whitewashed 30-0. Two of the bouts were won by falls and the rest gained three 
points apiece for time advantages, except the unlimited class which was forfeited 
to Augusta. Captain Eanes came through in his usual fine style to win his bout 
by a fall. Moueson, for Blackstone, although he was defeated both times, showed 
unusual stamina by wrestling two bouts. 

The only object which then blocked the drive toward the State Championship 
was Woodberry Forest. The Woodberry team met at Fort Defiance the following 
week-end and was defeated 29-5. Four falls accounted for twenty points on the 
Augusta side of the score board. Clarke, E., floored his man in the short time 
of one minute and fifty seconds. Tessier carried off Woodberry’s only honor 
by throwing Nuckols in the unlimited class. 

The climax of the season came on February the twenty-third, nineteen hun- 
dred and thirty-one, when Augusta met and defeated Durham (N. C.) High 
School, 34-5. The winning of this meet meant the annexing of the North Caro- 
line Prep Wrestling Championship title to that of West Virginia and Virginia. 
The only point D. H. S. gained was through the 105 pound class, which was 
forfeited. Miles surprised the crowd by pinning his opponent’s shoulder to the 
mat in twelve seconds. Captain Froitune of D. H. S., was defeated for the first 
time in three years of wrestling by Captain Eanes. All of the bouts were good 
and the “Tarheels” fought to the finish. 

To those of you who have wrestled under the Blue and White during this 
past season, we sing praises. A. M. A. will not soon forget such a brilliant season 
as you have given her.

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Swimming Resume 


HE 1930 swimming season was marred by two defeats. The Virginia Frosh 
were our only conquerors in a dual meet, while Fishburne and Massanutten 
triumphed in the State meet. All of these teams the mermen had beaten 

earlier in the season. Captain Dean had one letter man, around which to 
build his team, Barnes, star breast stroke man and diver. From last year’s squad 
came Graves in the dives, Thomas and King in the fifty and hundred yard 
dashes, Fitch, Dillard and Roulette in the two twenty-yard dashes, and Adams and 
Hargreave in the back stroke. The men who came to the fore from the new 
material were Starr in the breast stroke and Jones, D. L. in the backstroke and 
dashes. 

On January 24th, Washington and Lee Frosh met a crushing 24-42 defeat 
at the hands of the Blue Clad mermen in the A. M. A. pool. Thomas, of Augusta. 
was the high scorer with twelve points. Fitch was next with seven points. 

The navigators journeyed to Massanutten on the twenty-sixth and won an 
easy 26-40 victory. Austerlin, of Massanutten turned in some fine tunes in the 
forty and hundred yard dashes. Captain Barnes set a new pool record of 27 
seconds flat for the forty yard breaststroke. Barnes was also high point man with 
eight points. 

After eleven days Augusta again defeated Massanutten 25-21 in the A. M. A. 
pool. Austerlin, of Massanutten starred, winning both the hundred and fifty 
yard dashes. Captain Barnes topped the list with eight points. 
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Roulette; Jones, D. L., Thomas, F.; Fitch; King 


On February the fifth, the corps witnessed one of the most thrilling meets 
ever held in A. M. A.’s pool. The blue mermen fought a courageous uphill battle 
against the crack undefeated team of the University of Virginia. The outcome 
remained in doubt even after the final event. The score was 33-33 (Augusta 
won on first places). Fitch was the high point man with twelve points. Captain 
Barnes suffered his first defeat of two years in the State of Virginia when Morris 
won the breast stroke by a good margin. 

The next week the tankmen defeated W. and L. on their own hunting ground 
by the score of 21-45. The meet was even more of a walk away than the first 
one, A. M. A. taking all except one first place. Thomas was out in front with 
twelve points. 

On February 12th, Fishburne bowed to the blue clad mermen to the tune of 
27-39 in the Fishburne pool. A. M. A. took five first places to their opponent’s 
two. Captain Barnes led the list with eight points. 

On February 16th, University of Virginia proceeded to exact a sweet and 
lasting vengeance in their own pool, by winning from our navigators with the 
score of 37-27. The meet wasn’t quite as closely contested as the previous one, 
yet each team fought to the last stroke. Morrison of Virginia broke the pool 
record in the breast stroke—time 32.1. The state meet rolled around on February 
28th with A. M. A. primed for victory. Massanutten and Fishburne both seem- 
ed to feel the same, while Augusta was perfectly capable of beating either of 
these two teams in a dual meet, their combined forces sufficed to bring victory 
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to them both with nineteen points each to Augusta’s eighteen. This is the first 
state meet ever to be held in the State of Virginia. The records made will stand 
as state records until cs

The opening meet of the season was with the Greenbrier Military Academy in the Clay 
Bowl, and though it resulted in a defeat for Augusta by one point, it showed that the team 
had great prospects, making up with sheer determination for its lack of ability. 

In summing up this meet we can account for the victory because of the superior ability 
of Bowman, Graves, and Sigafoos in winning six first places for Augusta. 

The next victim to fall to defeat in the path of the Augusta tracksters was Hargrave 
Military Academy. The Keydets proved too powerful for the Hargrave men, and won to the 
overwhelming score of 67% to 49%. 

On May 16th the Augusta track team entered the South Atlantic Track Tournament 
which is sponsored by The Order of the Grail at the University of North Carolina. This 
tournament is an annual event to which the ten best preparatory track teams in the South- 
Atlantic portion of the United States are invited. Augusta has been a contestant in this 
meet every year since its origin five years ago and has not failed to rank among the four 
highest places as yet and has won the trophy once. 

This year we sent eight men to the tournament and they brought back a third place for 
Augusta with a total of sixteen points. 

They fought hard throughout the contest giving every opponent a hard race and re- 
taining for A. M. A. the distinction of being among the first. 

Captain “Windy” Bowman led the race in the mile run coming in far ahead of the other 
contestants and missing the record by only two seconds. He ran the mile with excellent 
time of four minutes, forty and five-tenths seconds. He tied the record in the half mile run 
again leaving the others far behind. } 

“Shorty” Graves, our assistant captain, flashed over the low hurdles and caine in with 
a breath taking second place. Only the judges at the tape were able to ascertain whether 
he broke the tape or came second. 

Sigafoos, our old standby in the pole vault earned a second place by going over the 
bar at eleven feet three inches. He also took a fourth place in the discus throw. 

In the two hundred and twenty yard dash Shayer of Augusta brought back a close 
fourth place. ‘ 

The final score showed that Staunton Military Academy had won the trophy with a 
score of forty points, Riverside Military was second with twenty points, Augusta third 
with sixteen points and Danville Military Institute fourth with fifteen points, 

When we take into consideration the material that Captain Yates, coach of the team, had 
at the start of the season, we must say that the team of Thitty-one is one of the most out- 
standing teams that Augusta has ever had. They owe this record to the brilliant work of 
Graves, Bowman, Sigafoos, and Shaver. ; .

Augusta was held to three hits also, 
but used them a little more advantageously. Keller was the stick man of the afternoon, get- 
ting two of the three hits. The college nines proved to be easy meat, and all were beaten by 
large scores. Glover’s circuit clout in the eighth inning of the Virginia game with three men 
on base provided a thrill for that afternoon. 

Episcopal High School proved to be a jinx that put Augusta in the short slump of the 
season. The game was lost in the eighth inning when succession of errors let in six runs to 
tie the score seven all. E. H. S. made one more in the tenth to win the game, 8-7. For the 
next game, Fishburne had for its lucky day, one of the coldest days of the year. It was not 
baseball weather, and consequently Augusta could not play baseball. They fought hard, but 
lost, 11-4. Better times are coming, though—watch the blue team when they play the return 
game. 

The West Virginia air cleared the cloud for a moment, for Augusta easily brought in 
twenty runs to Greenbrier’s three, in five innings. The following two games were lost, how- 
ever, the first to W. and L. by superb pitching, and the second to V. P. I. Rats by superior 
hitting strength. 

Well back in stride, the team took Fork Union into camp, 8-5. Harris was the tower of 
hitting strength, getting a home run, a double, and a single out of four trips to the plate, 

The Woodberry game proved to be almost a practice game. Augusta scored thirteen 
men in one frame, the sixth, which helped toward making the final score 22-2 in their favor. 
There seemed to be nine individual stars on the team that afternoon, yet they played together 
with perfect team work. Wan Pelt emerged with twelve strikeouts added to his pitching 
record. 

Greenbrier came cast to play A. M. A. at Fort Defiance in a return game. Their in= 
vasion of the home territory was not qtite strong cnough, and again they were defeated, 
but by a mttch smaller score, 6-1. Sutton allowed four hits, and he had wonderful support 
all through the game, Four double plays were made in the course of the game, Augusta 
being accreines with three, Harris surprised the crowd by poling two long homers in two 
times at bat. 

The V. M. 1. Rats were no more fortunate the second time than the first, being defeated 
on May I1th, 10-6. Bruce pitched a steady, dependable game, and was given wonderful 
support, both in the field and at the plate.

These pitchers were always given something to throw at, for 
behind the pan was one made perfect by much experience, Shreckhise, No more fitting 
tribute can be paid his ability than to predict that he will rise to great baseball fame. Jones 
and Shomo share honors on first base, being about equal in fielding, but Jones having the 
advantage with the stick. Keller had no equal when it comes to covering the territory in 
the vicinity of second. He stars both in the field and at the bat, hitting 483 so far. Sutton 
covers the short field, and seldom does he err. When he takes his turn in the box, his place 
is very capably filled by Merry. Bill Glover gambols around the “hot corner.” From slow 
rolling bunts to cannon ball daisy clippers, he handles them all, and his bullet-throw to first 
nabs the batsman every time. Left field is usually covered by Clarke, and seldom is a fly 
dropped in that vicinity. Whitehead, out in center garden, is perhaps the most reliable man 
in the field that is on the team. When some unlucky opposing batsman heads a ball in that 
direction, he usually finds it unsuccessful to even move towards first. One of the hard hit- 
ting pitchers, whose box-work was not needed, holds down the right pasture, Harris and 
Bruce doing most of the alternating. Kelsey is most successful as a utility man. He is able 
V4 i to hold down any position on the field in a very efficient manner.
